DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-12, 14, 15, 17-29, 34-38, 40, 41 , 43 and 45-48 are pending in the 
present application. 

2. Claim 1 has been amended. Claims 9, 13, 16, 30-33, 39, 42, 44 and 49-63 have 
status cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-12, 14, 15, 17-29, 34-38, 40, 41, 43 and 45-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendment and remarks filed December 26, 2008 are found 
persuasive. The prior art of record fails to teach the following limitation: "a graphics 
interface for generating graphic data of the risk management information in response to 
the authorized access, the graphics interface further for providing drill-down linkage 
between high level summary and low level explanatory details based upon contributing 
factors to a risk quality rating, the contributing factors based on at least one 
recommendation associated with one of a plurality of facilities, the drill-down linkage 
enabling retrieval of lower-level interactive information." 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
